I. Legislation relating to testing defendants in certain 
criminal actions and children in certain delinquency 
proceedings for HIV infection and certain diseases 
and requiring certain counseling and referral for 
persons infected with HIV or acquired 
immunodeficiency syndrome. 

	

2. Legislation 	relating 	to 	regulation 	of the 
telecommunications industry, statutes affecting 
telecommunications, creating a telecommunications 
retraining board, surveillance of state agencies and 
authorities, fraudulent data alteration, 
confidentiality of pharmaceutical records, state 
master lease agreements, granting rule-making 
authority, providing an exemption from emergency 
rule procedures, extending the time limit for 
emergency rules, making appropriations and 
providing penalties.
